B. ZAMBIA ASKS FOR COMMENTS ON DRAFT ANGOLA STATEMENT 

ZAMBIAN PRESIDENTIAL AIDE MARK CHONA HAS ASKED THE US AND 
OTHER UNNAMED FRIENDLY NATIONS TO OFFER CRITICAL COMMENT 
ON A PROPOSED STATEMENT BY ZAMBIA TO THE OAU SUMMIT. CHONA

-ASKS THE OAU TO DEMAND CESSATION OF FOREIGN MILITARY

-THE PLO, ABETTED BY THE SOVIETS AND LED BY THE
